The. extent of the support is kept 
secret as well as .the route taken by the reinforcements. 


. French cavalry is said to-have arrived on the scene-at Liege, where masses of German 


:roops are reported moving forward, to support the strong advance army which was 
checked by the Belgians and is reported from Belgian sources to have lost 25,000 men in 
killed, wounded and captured.

This route was 


followed by the Dnko of Brunswick 
in the first Invasion of Franco at the 
time-of the revolution and by Bleucher 
in ISM. The first attempt penetrated 
through 
Longwy, 
passed 
Verdun, 


which surrendered, and was checked 
at the famous "Cannonade of Valmy." 
The third approach follows the Rhino 
valley from May unco to Straasburg 
and then turns west through the fam- 
ous Sfwcrne gap to cross the frontier 
of France near Luneville and Nancy 
and directly in the center of tho open 
space

by the Frencli between 


Epinnl and Toul. This was the route 
used hy all invaders prior to the time 
when France seized

seventeenth century, and it was to 
close this gap that Louis XIV and

tluit Is that tho tax.rato- for IDl-l' will 
bo much in excess of that of last year 
ns tho result of the nnto-clcction only 
reform and economy of the present ad- 
mlnlHtmUon. 
As It was stated by th. 


nKRCKBors bofnj;o the outbreak of th- 
Europcaii war. th;iL tho t.ix'.rato would 
be biplior. tho present trouble across 
the soa cannot he blamed for tho in- 
crenso. Hut excuses will be offered and 
undoubtedly the rry will bo that tho 
Incrcosn in the stalfi and county taxes 
is rosponslblc for tlie local increase: 
But the increase in tho state and county 
taxes will not. afCect the local rate over 
C or 7 cents per thousand, which has 
been more than taken care of by. tho 
increase In valuation. 


The increase in tlio, true rate Is due 


principally to the far.t that tills year's 
economical administration- at tho bo- 
glnning of the year borrowed $2-14,000 
more for current expenses than 
-was 


borrowed last yoav. And how has tin, 
money been spent? 


There's $32,000 being sunk for an un- 


necessary sewer in Pawtucketville. A 
new auto was purchased for the super- 
intendent of sfroo.tp. with a chauffeur 
the 'latter setting $15 per week. John 
131 ess Ing ton got an increase In pay. 
probably to assuaKfi his feelings aftci 
putting him up for superintendent ol 
streets and not making sood. 
Chief 


.Clerk Rlordan . of the assessors' ofllce 
received an increase in pay; Inspector 
•Walsh w-as jumped over the heads ol 
ftvo sergeants- and given a lieutenant's 
pay; Police Messenger Pincler rccjjve 
an increase iii pay, and 
two 
female 


clerks at city hnll'were Riven increases 
of salaries. Commissioner Brown main- 
tained a private secretary and a coach- 
man at the expense of the registrars 
appropriation; 
A Janitor at city hull 


dlsappearpri nnd his services weren'1 
missed but the place was filled at $1S 
per week, almost ns much pay as the 
city messenger 
receives, 
and 
there 


were other little items, all of -which 
contributed to tho aggregate increase, 


And the retrenchments? 
Naturally, 


one would expect much In tho line ol 
retrenchment from a mayor and munic- 
ipal council that nightly 
during the 


municipal campaign howled for econ- 
omy nnd decried the •extravagances of 
the administration then In power. 


The .retrenchments up to date have 


been made by tho mayor himself, who 
discharged flight 
laborers 
from 
tho 


health department, and paved the city 
$175 per year, rental of tho crematory 
In Plain street. 


7n these days of high prices the peo- 


ple do not relish tho idea of nn in- 
creased tax rate. J5ut, then a substan- 
tial majority of them voted for tho 
present administration.

Citizen, that Commissioner Morse was 
taking a rest, early in tho week, hav- 
ing gono to New York city. 


Solomon nohitclick'n Rival 


Por the past few years Solomon Ro- 


bltchelt of this city has had the busi- 
ness of putting an end to warfare, 
wharevor it has existed, nil ro him- 
self; but now he has a formidable ri- 
val in Commissioner George H. Brown 
Mr. Itobitchek's most recent 
efforts 


have been directed at Mexico bymeiuis 
of communications to President Wil- 
son through tho columns of Tho Sun. 
asking the president to withdraw the 
United States troopa from that much- 
befuddied country.

Commissioner Brown, ably backed up

Brown Is qualified to make [he requect 
that the cruel war be "canned" ere 
its prime, for as a liquor officer in a 
no-license year, a policeman-candidate 
for mayor under an unfriendly police 
commission and as a Spanish war vet- 
eran, he knows that war is hell, 
a full coal supply.. In making his 
motion thnt the city clerk of Lowell 
request the president of the United 
States to show "a little pep" In getting 
after 
the situation ho considerately 


said: 
"Nothing has been 
done 
at 


Washinglon in the way of suggesting 
a way out of the fearful situation that 
has developed. I am. not criticizing 
tho president—no one could anticipate 
tho crisis precipitated over night by a 
declaration of war." -After the nailing 
that, the opposition press has given the 
president for his policy of "watchful 
waiting" in regard to Mexico, it would 
be like unto the straw that breaks 
the camel's hack should a member of

Lowell 
municipal 
council "call 
him down." 


As soon as the peaco meeting of 


the municipal council was over City 
Clerk Flynn rushed to the telegraph 
office and sent the news to the White 
House. 1 heard a man say, though ho 
niny have been joking that Commis- 
sioner Brown didn't wait for the city 
clerk to wire tho motion, but per- 
sonally called up the White House- on 
the 'phone and told them to be on the 
lookout for the telegram. At any rate, 
bright and early the following morning 
the Associated Press wired Th,e Sun 
that President AVilson had offered his 
services as a mediator to tho warring, 
countries across thB sea.

The war 
over SupL Putnam, like 


that In Mexico, has been temporarily 
overlooked by .the municipal council 
in Its laudable efforts to bring the Eu- 
ropean mix-up to a close. 
But the 


members of tho municipal council evi- 
dently arc not nwaro of the fnct that 
peace, like charity should begin at 
home, for while they are going across 
the water with the olive branch, at 
home they are seeking one another's 
scalps, placing police Inspectors on 
each other's trail and behaving gener- 
ally in a manner suggestive of any- 
thing but peace and good government. 
In fact so strenuous have the affairs 
of the council become that one of the 
members was obliged to seek the quiet 
environs of New York for a much,- 
nceded rest, it was given out at city 
hall that tho reason for action being 
delayed on the Putnam matter was 
because Kupt. Morse, the instigator of 
the investigation, was absent i'rom 
the city. Knowing that the matter In 
which ho was personally and vitallj 
interested was about to como up for 
final action, Commissioner Morse sud- 
denly went to New York. 


The public was perfectly willing to 


have the decision announced In 
th*» 


commissioner's absence, for it is gen- 
erally known how he Is going to vote 
on tho matter. 
What tho public la 


awaiting patiently is knowledge of the 
attitude of Mayor Murphy and Com- 
missioner Carmlchaei In the case. 
It 


would 
appear 
that 
Commissioner 


Brown, by his unexpected shift on the 
Putnam matter has placed the mayor 
in a rather embarrassing position. Ills 
Honor Is reported to have stated earli- 
er In the year, before any hearing -was, 
held, that he was prepared to removn 
Putnam whenever Commissioner Morse 
said tho word, tho understanding be- 
ing1 that Commissioners 
Morse 
anc 


Brown would also vote for his remov- 
al. 
Then tho hearing- was held and 


Commissioner Brown shifted from his 
original position, leaving tho mayor 
alono with Morse on the off-side .of 
the controversy. Tho hearing brought 
out evidence that turned public senti- 
ment In favor of Putnam and as soma 
of hla staunchest friends were sup- 
porters of Mayor Murphy In the cam- 
paign, they brought their influence to 
bear upon Ills Honor in Putnam's be 
half. Then there is Dr. G. Forrest Mar- 
tin, on his way back from Europe, a 
staunch supporter of both the mayor 
and Putnam, who undoubtedly would 
be deeply disappointed if, upon hip 
return ho should learn that his friend, 
the mayor, had voted to displace his 
frlond, tho superintendent, in the face 
of the evidence brought out at 
tho 
hearing.

At 
the present time some of tho streets 
are being oiled for the second time 
and there Isn't any doubt that the 
company doing thft work Is carefully 
measuring- every yard of street treat- 
ed, I have been Informed that when 
the' work was begun the street de- 
partment depended upon its 
list of 


streets -that had been watered the year 
previous and at tho present time Is 
depending upon 
the 
measurements 


made hy an employe who shows tho 
men on the oil car where the streets 
to be oiled are located. 


That Water Lonn 


The municipal council Is being cen- 
sured by business men for its lack of 
business policy In voting a $225,000 30- 
year loan without consulting the bank- 
ers to ascertain if such a loan would 
be accepted by the banks. 
After 
the 


loan had been passed and the treasurer 
attempted to realize some money on 
the order, it was 
learned 
that the 


banks wouldn't accept it, and it was 
necessary to "revamp" the entire prop- 
osition in order to give it a monetary 
value. Fine business.

1 METHOD OF ATTACK ON FRANCE 


To. understand the fighting which 


marks 
the 
beginning 
of , the great 


Franco-German conflict It is neces- 
sary to grasp clearly just on simple 
geographical fact. 
From the Rhino, 


which is the base of German opera- 
tions, three routes lead west and south 
Into France. 
Tho first stiirta at Co- 


logne, crosses the 
Holgian 
frontier 


just 'beyond Ai.x-la-Chapelle, reaches 
the' Alcuse at Liege and ascends thu 
iMcu.se to enter France between Mau- 
Ijcugc and Civet by a natural ?ap in 
tho divide between the headwaters of 
the Oiso and the Sambre. This is tho 
route followed by the main railroad 
between Paris and Berlin. It was em- 
ployed by the 
allies in the second 


campaign 
In 
the French revolution. 


Tho invaders wore defeated by the 
I'Yench army celebrated in song and 
story as the army of the "Sombre et 
Mouse."

the 
decisive battle 
of 


FlcuruH. 
The second natural avenue 


to Franco starts at Coblcnz and as- 


cends the valley of the Moselle until 
It arrives at ' "Luxemburg. 
It 
then 


crosses into France by Longwy and 
the gap of Stenay. 
This route was 


followed by the Duke of Brunswick 
in the first invasion of France at the 
time of the revolution and by Blencher 
in 181-1.

this writing whether tho tax rate will 
bo announced today or next week.

it is announced today you will find It 
in another column of Tho Sun. 
One 


thing is known definitely, however, and 
that la that the tax- rate for 1914 will 
be much in excess of that of lust year 
as the result of the ante-election only- 
reform and economy of the present ad- 
ministration. As It was stated by the 
assessors before the outbreak of th<* 
European war, that the tax rate would 
be higher, the present trouble across 
.the sea cannot, be blamod for the in- 
crease. But excuses will be offered and 
undoubtedly tho cry will be that tho 
Increase in the statft and county taxes 
IR responsible for the local increase. 
But tho increase in the state and county 
taxes will not nffeet tho local rato ovor 
S or 7 cents per thousand, which has 
been more than Inltcn care of by tho 
increase in valuation.

principally to tho fact that this year's 
economical administration at tho be- 
ginning of the year borrowed $244.000

necessary sewer in Pawtucketvllle. A 
new auto was purchased for the super- 
intendent of streets, with a chauffeur, 
the latter getting 515 por week. John 
Blessing!on got an Increase In pay. 
probably to. assuage his feelings after 
putting- him up for superintendent of 
streets and not making good. Chief 
Clerk Rlordan of the assessors' ofilce 
received an Increase in pay; Inspector 
Walsh was jumped over the heads of 
five- sergeants and given a lieutenant's 
pay; Police jressengcr PIntler recjivud 
an Increase in pay,

conflict it is neces- 


sary to grasp clearly just on simple 
geographical fact. .From the Rhine, 
which is the base of German opera- 
tions, three routes lead west and south 
nto France. The first starts at Co- 
ogne, crosses the Belgian 
frontier 


just beyond Alx-la-Chapelle, Breaches 
the Meusc at Liegp and ascends tho 
Aleuse to enter Krance between Mau- 
heuge and Givet by a natural gap in 
the divide between the headwaters of 
the Oise and the-Sombre. This is the 
route followed by the main railroad 
between Paris and Berlin. It was em- 
ployed by the allies in the second 
campaign. Irt the French revolution. 
The invaders were defeated by the 
•"ranch army celebrated in song and 
story as the army of the "Sambrc et 
Meuse" 
at

decisive battle of 


Fleurns. 
Tho second natural avenue 


to France starts at Coblonz and as-

Tho increase in the tax rate is duo 


irlncipally to the fact that this year's 
economical administration at the b«- 
Einnihg of the year borrowed 5244,000 
nor-o for current expenses than was 
sorrowed last year. And how has tho 
money been spent? 
There's 532,000 beinfr sunk for an un- 
necessary sewer in PawtucketviUe. A 
now auto was purchased for the super- 
ntendent of streets, with a chauffeur, 
:he latter getting $15 per week. John 
messlngton got an Increase In pay. 
probably to assuage his feelings after 
putting, him up.for superintendent of 
streets and -not making sood. 
Chief 
Clerk Riordan. .of the-assessors' office- 
received an Increase in pay; Inspector 
Valsh \vas Jumped over tho heads of 
five sergeants and given a lieutenant's 
piy';' Police'Messenger' PInder received 
in increase'in'pay, ahd two female 
tleVk'a at city hall were given increases 
tf salaries. Commissioner Brown maln- 
.alned a private secretary and a coach- 
man at tho expense of the registrars' 
appropriation. 
A janitor at city hall 
disappeared and his services weren't 
missed but the place was filled at $18 
per week, almost as much pay as tho 
city messenger 
receives, and 
there 
were other little Items, all of which 
contributed to tho aggregate Increase. 
And the retrenchments? Naturally, 


one would expect much In the lino of 
'otrenchrnent from a mayor and munic- 
pal council that nightly during 
tho 


municipal campaign howled for econ- 
omy and decried tho extravagances oC 
.he administration then in power. 


Tho retrenchments up to date have 


jeen made by tho mayor himself, who 
discharged eight laborers 
from 
tho 
lealth department, and saved the city 
1175 per year, rental of tho crematory 
n Plain street. 
In these days of high prices the peo- 


ple do not relish the Idea of an In- 
sreased tax rate. But, then a eubstan- 
.ial majority of them voted.for 'the 
present administration.
